School Costs Are Low
Only three out of 90 unified 

school district* In California 
are operating more economi­ 
cally than Torrance's Unified 
School District, a recent State 
Department report covering 
1954-55 school costs revealed.

The cost per pupil ranges 
from $224 to $609. The average 
per pupil cost Is $319.27.

The Torrance per pupil cost 
for 1954-55 was $253.06. The 
report also reveals that the bulk 
of the money spent in Torrance 
schools is put into Items that

directly benefit the children and 
the educational program, ac­ 
cording to an analysis by school 
officials.
